TO TAKE UP HIS DUTIES IN MAY 


Has Been Minister at Central Chris­ 


tian Church in “ Queen City” 


For 3 Years. 


After 
anx iously 
awaiting 
an 
answer since 
Wednesday morning, 
th e members of th e official board of 
th e Main Street Ch ristian ch urch re­ 
ceived word today th at th e Rev. Cy ­ 
rus Yocum of Cincinnati would ac­ 
cept th e call issued to h im to fill th e 
ch urch pastorate. Th e Rev. Mr. Yo­ 
cum is now pastor of ¡th e Cenltral 
Ch ristian ch urch of Cincinnati wh ich 
is one of th e largest, wealth iest and 
most 
influential 
ch urch es in 
th e 
“Queen City .” 
Alth ough small in stature and ten­ 
der in y ears, Ith e minister wh o is to 
fill th e local pulpit is said to be a 
powerful force in ch urch work and 
as a preach er. He preach ed h ere last 
Sunday at th e Main Street Ch ristian 
ch urch and made a profound impres­ 
sion on th e members of th e congre­ 
gation wh o h eard h im. 
Th e ch urch 
board met Tuesday evening and de­ 
cided to ex tend tih e call »to th e Rev. 
Mr. Yocum. 
Th e Rev. Mr. Yocum is only twen- 
tv-eigH y ear« 
He is y oung in 
th e preach ing of th e gospel, but h e is 
said to be old in ex perience as a pas­ 
tor. Th e ch urch pulpit wh ich h e now 
fills is th e th ird ch arge wh ich h e h as 
h ad since h e graduated from college 
and in each case th e word h as come 
to th e local ch urch board th at eh h as 
filled th em with credit to h imself and 
th e ch urch . 
Cincinnati h as proved a mecca for 
Ch ristian ch ujrch ministers in th e last 
two instances as th e Dev. R. W. Ab- 
berlev, wh o resigned as pastor of 
th e Main Street Ch ristian ch urch th e 
first of th e y ear and wh ich vacancy 
th e Rev. Mr. Yocum will 
fill, came 
from 
th e Walnut Hill 
Ch ristian 
ch urch th ere. 
Th e members of th e 
congregation are agreed th at if th e 
new minister pleases tas Ith e retiring 
one did th ere will be little complaint. 
About th e only comparison th at migh t 
be made between th e retiring and th e 
new minister is th e fact th at th ey are 
almost th e same size, th e Rev'. R. W. 
Abberley h aving a sligh t advantage 
in weigh t and h eigh t. 
Th e 
Ch ristian 
ch urch 
h as been 
with out a pastor since th e first of th e 
y ear and th e pulpit will probably be 
vacant until May 21, as th e Rev. Mr. 
Yocum can not leave 
h is 
present 
ch arge until th at time. 
It is likely 
th at th e pulpit will be supplied with 
visiting preach ers each Sunday uwtil 
th at time.

Th ey wondered, but finally

filat h e must h ave h it off on some 
rich bonanza wh ich was making h im 
rich or making h im poor by pur­ 
ch asing postage stfemps. 
Th ey h ave 
observed th at h e got at least two or 
th ree letters every day , much to th eir 
consternation and surprise. 
Yesterday 
evening 
Postmaster 
Ch arles Fra zee solved th e problem. 
A few weeks ago Tom J. Geragh ty , 
formerly editor of th e Daily Republi­ 
can, but now of th e New York Her­ 
ald, wrote a feature stony 
about

and portion of wh ich was publish ed 
in th e Daily Republican.

But h ere’s wh ere 
th e'' “may or” breaks into th e lime­ 
ligh t and puts JePsey 
City on th e 
map. 
Mr. Geragh ty ex plained th e paw­ 
paws are primarily an Indiana fruit 
and th at “Alex ” was one of th e ch ief 
growers of « the Hoosier State. 
He 
described th at immense farm wh e e 
th e tasty fruit is grown » and th e army 
of employ es wh ich gath ered it in th e 
fall. 
“His Honor ith e May or” is de­ 
picted as th e man of affairs directing 
th e details of h is migh ty business. 
Of course “Alex ” never h ad any th ing 
more th an wh at assortment of vege­ 
tables h e would h ave on h is wagon 
nex t day to worry h is brain. 
But 
th is is anoth er “Alex ” apparently in 
th e New York Herald and it migh t be 
possible to convince 
th e “may or” 
th at h e h as a dual personality . But 
now for “Alex ’s” present difficulties. 
Yesterday th e postmaster received 
a leitter from ith e postmaster at Cir- 
cleville, Clinton, Indiana. It was ex ­ 
planatory in itself. 
It was a busi­ 
ness letter to 
“Alex ander 
Frazee 
Williams, Cireleville, Indiana,” grow­ 
er of pawpaws.

Pay in More in Dog Tax Than is Re­ 


ceived to be Placed in School 


Fund. 


More th an six teen h undred dollars 
is in th e county dog fund and ready 
for distribution 'to th e sch ool funds 
of th e various townsh ips by County 
Auditor Jesse Stone. 
Th e 
total 
amount of dog tax es collected in th e 
various townsh ips and turned over to 
th e townsh ip trustees amounted to 
more th an tweniy -eigh t h undred dol­ 
lars. 
None or th e trustees reported 
any losses by money paid for fowls 
and animals killed by 
dogs in th e 
various townsh ips. One h undred dol­ 
lars is retained by each trustee th is 
y ear to be used to pay losses th e en­ 
suing y ear, leaving a balance of over 
six teen h undred dollars to be dis­ 
tributed. 
Th e money is divided among th e 
townsh ips and sch ool corporations in 
th e county according to th e number 
of sch ool ch ildren in each division. 
Rush ville sch ool corporation natur­ 
ally gets 'th e most money as h ere th e 
most sch ool ch ildren are to be found. 
Th e auditor’s books sh ow th at th ere 
are 4,7 9 1 sch ool 
ch ildren in 
th e 
county , 1,135 of wh ich are in th is 
city . 
Many of th e townsh ips gain wh ile 
Oth ers lose by th e plan. 
Th e money 
paid in by th e trustees and th at wh ich 
goes back to th e sch ool fund is as 
follows:

• f us is our leather's steward. No man 
is wise in the Scriptural meaning of 
the word who does not accept this fact 
• f stewardship. 
No man can live as 
a Christian who does not recog nize 
God’s ownership of Ilim self and of all 
that he has and freely acknowledg e 
God’s rig ht to require that in the use 
of all that he has he shall be found 
faithful. 
While this is true of every 
ouin and of every talent, it is pecul­ 
iarly true of that man to whom God 
has intrusted riches. Only as the rich 
man accepts his possessions as from 
God, to be used for the purposes of 
God and to l>e accounted for unto 
God, will his riches prove to him a 
blessing and not a curse and in his 
bands prove to be a blessing and not 
a curse to his fellow men. 
As Christians we sometimes wonder 
w hether it is rig ht for any man to be 
rich. 
More than one man feels that 
the teaching and the ex ample of our 
Lord make the possession of wealth 
inconsistent with an honest profession 
of Christian faith.

It is not 
in the possession of wealth, but in the 
abuses of wealth, that the evil lies. 
Prosperity is certainly one of the bless­ 
ing s of God. 
True faith enriches, for 
a true faith produces a morally superior 
man. 
It makes a man honest, indus­ 
trious, tem perate in every way . It im­ 
proves his lot. The profits of g odliness 
are earthly as well as heavenly . Jesus 
recog nizes this fact. 
He commands 
ns to g ive, enlists us in every g ood 
cause, teaches us to be g ood Samari­ 
tans. We m ust have money if we are 
g oing to do these thing s. 
Instead of 
teaching that the possession of riches 
la wrong Jesus emphasizes the respon­ 
sibilities of riches, blesses the man who 
nses them as God’s faithful steward 
and condemns the man who, being rich,

Our Lord warned us ag ainst the
